TIGERS EXPECT 
TOUGH BATTLE 
WITH BULLDOGS

The Elba Tigers, after a 
squeaky 13-6 victory over the 
Geneva Panthers last Thursday 
night, face the unbeaten and 
untied Andalusia Bulldogs in 
Elba Stadium tomorrow night 
in their last home game of the 
season. 


The Bulldogs have succeed- 
ed in downing every team they 
have met so far this year with 
impressive victories, Oppon- 
ents have not been able to hold 
them to less than three touch. 
downs in any game. The’Tigers 
look for a rough game, with 
plenty of action on hand. 


Last Thursday hight saw the 
home team spring back from 
a 6-0 halftime deficit in Gene- 
va to down the Panthers by a 
13-7 score. The host team, al- 
though the underdogs, put a 
scare into the Togers, who were 
unable. to muster any sort of a 
scoring threat until the third 
quarter, 


Starts Fast 


Geneva started the game fast, 
4sncorking two big thrusts deep 

to Tiger---territory, ~ before 
they scored midway in the se- 
cond frame. One punch was 
halfed by the Elba line on the 
4-yard line, and another by 
Mike Corbitt’s interception of 
a Geneva aerial. On the third 
drive the Panthers crossed the 
Elba goal line on a 1-foot 
plunge. 

On a fourth down, Geneva 
failed to cenvert the extra 
point. The second half was an 
entirely different story as 
Halfbacks Jack Flowers and 
Tom Dyess and Fullback Earl 
McCollough unleashed a pow- 
erful running attack and the 
Tiger line stiffened repeatedly 
to form a solid defense. 

Elba’s tying TD was made in 
the third quarter on a 20-yard 
end sweep by Tom Dyess. The 
extra point was no good, and 
Elba was now in sight of vic- 
tory. 


17 Yard Score 


The highlight of the game 
came in the fourth quarter 
when speedy Fullback Earl Mc- 
Collough broke through the 
Geneva line on an off-tackle 
lay, sprinted out of reach of 
stveral tacklers, and raced 75 
yards for Elba’s winning touch- 
down. Tom Dyess made the ex- 
tra point. From that point on, 
it was a defensive battle with 
the game ending at midfield. 

Dyess, Wise, McCollough and 
Flowers continued to give Elba 
a good-running backfield, and 
are developing into a smooth 
combination, Elba’s line, bol- 
Stered this week by the addit- 
ion of 190 pound guard Robert 
Russell to the starting lineup 
last week, improves week-by 
week.

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A squirrel hunting gunshot 
accident took the life of  16- 
year old Tommy J. Bradshaw, 
Son of Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Brad- 
shaw, who live on a farm just 
off the Elba-Enterprise hirgh- 
way near Elba, Monday, Nov, 3. 

Young Bradshaw was hunt. 
ing with his first cousin, Ted 
Bradshaw, 17, son of Mr, and 
Mrs, L. C. Bradshaw, when the 
accident happened. They had 
taken a tractor to ride the dif- 
ficult dirt road north of the 
Elba-Enterprise highway and 
had gone-about two miles to 
the Pea River. 

Hears Gun Fire 

Ted said he was a short dis- 
tance away when he heard the 
shotgun discharge and ran 
back to see if his cousin had 
killed a squirrel. In answer to 
his question, Tommy replied 
calmly, “No, I shot myself.” 
Then Ted noticed his left side 
covered with blood. 

Two brothers, Winslow and 
Hollis Matthews, of Elba, were 
hunting about a mile away 
when, they said, they heard 
Ted calling for help. They ran 
back to their car just in time 
to see Eed coming down the 
dirt road driving the tractor 
with one arm and holding his 
cousin with the other, This 
was about 4 p.m. 

Lives Six Hours 


They took the two boys into 
their car and rushed them to 
Gibson hospital, Enterprise, 
where the wounded boy died 
six hours later. The shotgun 
discharge had entered his left 
side just below the heart sever- 
ing vital arteries and injuring 
his left lung, 

Ted said they had been hunt- 
ing sometime when Tommy 
called to him and suggested 
“Let’s go home.” He laid the 
shotgun on the tractor to wait 
for Ted when it fell off and dis- 
charged. : 

He is survived by his parents, 
and three brothers: Rex, Joc!, 
and Larry, all at home, 

Funeral services were held 
Tuesday at 2 p.m. from the El- 
ba Assembly of God Church 
with the Rev. W. B, Thomas 
officiating. Burial was in New 
Brockton cemetery with Hayes 
Funeral Home in charge,

Attorney Jackson W, Stoke 
acted as chairman of the meet- 
ing and called for reports from

“You have probably heard 
much about the excellent 
schools in Decatur, Ala,,”’ said 
Circuit Judge Eris F, Paul, 


“but I wonder if you know that 
a taxpayer in Decatur pays 
three times the rate for schools 
as does a taxpayer in Elba,” 

The often-repeated comment 
about the schools of Elba being. 
attended by students from out- 
side city limits whose parents 
do not pay city taxes was an- 
Swered by Mr. Stokes as fol-- 
lows: 

“The money paid by the peo- 
ple of Elba and Coffee county 
for their schools would actually 
keep the schools open about 
19 days out of each year. Then. 
where does the rest of it come 
from? Why, it comes from the 
state with payment based on 
average daily attendance. Then ‘ 
it ‘is obvious that the more stu- 
dents we have the more money. 
we get from the state, regard- 
less of where the students come 
from.” 

Horton Fick, chairman of the 
City School Board, said: ua 
have never before been so anx- 
ious to pay more taxes.”

He added that the ad- 
vertiser may hope that some of 
the feeling of newsiness will 
rub off on his advertising and 
give his) message a similar 
sense of uy f 

However, 


the value of keep- 


ing advertising newsy is not 
limited to tne introgue.:on of 
new products. The extensive 
research of Dr. Georee Gallup, 


noted public opinion expert, in- 
dicates that news elements con- 
tribute more than anything 
else to the effectiveness of ad- 
vertising. 

Clyde Bedell, an outstanding 
retail advertising consultant. 
recommends that advertisers 
attempt to include a news ap- 
peal in every advertising head- 
line, Bedell and Gallup base 
their conclusions on years of 
careful testing of advertising 
readership and sales results. 

As these experts have repeat- 
edly pointed out, news and 
good advertising can not be se- 
parated, The interest of the 
public in a change in prices of 
goods has the same basis. as 
news about a new tax rate. Il- 
lustrations of new styles shown 
in the advertising of a dress 
shop may interest local women 
more than a news story about 
the latest capers of Paris de- 
signers. 

In fact, repeated readership 
research has very firmly es- 
tablished the fact that retail 
advertising is a major news at- 
traction in any community. 

Along with other community 
news, the public traditionally 
expects the local newspaper to 
provide the latest news on the 
local market.

Probing for backfat thickness 
is one of the surest methodis of 
Selecting live animais for meat-

AUBURN Discisions Alaba- 


ma catilement will be making

Possibly one of the  bigae 

decisions will be whether to 
add herd bulls for the coming 
fall and winter feeding season, 


he added. The specialist said 
the catleman will have to de- 
cide now if the bulls he are 
capable of improving the qua- 
lity of calves he will sell in 
1960 or if he should cull some 
of these and replace them with 
new bulls. i 


ha 


As the quality of his brood 
cow herd improves, a cattle- 
man will find it harder to se- 
lect bulls to continue the im- 
provement p¥ogram, Farquhar 
pointed out, 

“Most of the guesswork in 
bull selection can be eliminat- 
ed when bulls of proved ability 
can be purchased. These bulls 
can be selected after they have 
sired enough calves to deter- 
mine whether they are good 
breeding bulls, Or, the special- 
ist continued, “You can select 
bulls that have been perfor- 
mance tested. Performance 
tested bulls’ weaning weights, 
as well as their ability to gain 
and do well on food, will be on 
record.” 


Unfortunately, there are not 
enough of these two classes of 
bulls to supply the needs_ of 
commercial beef producers in 
Alabama. So, the specialist 
said, next best is a bull that 
has weight for age, conforma- 
tion that indicates a high per- 
centage of red meat—full 
spring of ribs, heavy loin, long 
level rump, and bulging hind- 
quarters and is from a mother 
of known milking ability,

Blood: The River of Life

ood, It is moved constantly through a network of about 60,000 

miles of arteries, veins and capillaries in its Job of feeding tissue, . 
regulating temperature, removing waste and fighting disease, There 

is nothing else in the world quite ove 

like blood, and there is no sub- 
stitute for it, 

Just what is blood? It is com- 

He od of a number of things, the 
argest portion a volume being 
plasma. This is the fluid part of 
the blood and is about 92 per cent 
Water, 

Probably the hardest little 
worker in the blood is the red cell, 
which is made primarily in the 
bone marrow, Red cells are sau- 
cer shaped and are spongy, They 
hold hemoglobin, the chemical 
which picks up oxygen from the 
lungs and carries it through the 
body, 

Iron is necessary to keep the 
production of hemoglobin at a 
normal rate, Best sources of iron 
are meat (especially liver), eggs, 
frreen leafy vegetables, whole 
grain bread and cereals, 

White cells, larger than red 
cells and irregularly shaped, are 
the “doctors” of the body, In the 
normal body, there is only one 
white cell for every 600 red cells. 
When the body is attacked by an 
invading disease, the white cells
